The letters, mailed at the central 
post offlco In Chicago at 6:30 Monday 
night, have been received hero by 
county officials, newspapers, and vot- 
ers throughout tho county. Authorl- 
' ties have already obtalaod clowal 
that may lead to tho Identity of the 
1 aendor, It was announced by federal 
secret service operatives who were 
working on the case within a few 
hours after tho arrival of the letters 
In lAko county. 

Startling, Libelous Charges 

On. account of the libelous nature 
of tho contents of tho letter. It has 
not . appeared In tho public prints. 
Charging that Tiffany spent enor- 
mous sums on his primary campaign 
for an office of small salary, tho let- 
tor also hints of an alliance with Al. 
Capono, and urges the defeat of Tif- 
fany at the November election. 
"This Is not In the Interest of any 
candidate," the letter states. 
Believe Writer Lake County Person 

"That letter was written by a Lake 
county poraon," Chief Tiffany Is 
quoted as saying In tho Waiiltegan 
Times. Tiffany was In Chicago 
yesterday conferring a second time 
with' government operatives, and ho 
is hopeful of making an arrest and 
' getting a conviction of the^ 6"''^^ 
person.' -*^ 

Libelous matter Is unmallablo. The 
poison pen missive received here 
Tuesday was not only a violation of 
tho postal rulings, but tho state laws 
have also been violated, and the send- 
er of such a letter. If caught, could 
be punished by both flno and Im- 
prisonment, according to State's At- 
torney A, V. Smith.

Appropriation of ll^OOO to be used 
tor expenses la connecting with 
drowning cases was recommended 
in a resolution and passed at the 
September session of tho Lnko 
County Board of Supervisors. Tho 
euporvlBors of the township in which 
a drowning occurs Is given authority 
to use from tho appropriation In 
whatever manner -he considers to bo 
tho most offlclent.and economical. 

Lako county being more or leas a 
Bummer resort locality and contain- 
ing 52 or more lakes, many drown- 
ings occur here every season, tho 
resolution states..^ For many years 
tho placing of responsibility for tho 
recovery of drowned bodies has been 
a problem. The sheriff's ofttco Is 
usually called upon to aid In omor- 
gencles of this kind, causing added 
expense to tho county. It Is believed 
that the caa^s can be handled more 
offlclently If taken caro "of by tho 
' local Buporvlsor. For that reason the 
appropriation was recommended by 
Supervisor William Rosing. 

Fire Departments Aid 

Volunteer fire departments In close 
proximity to tho lakes have been 
willing to oqulp themaolvos and act 
In emergencies of this kind, and It 
was recommended by the suporvls- 
orfl that firemen bo given preference 
In taking charge of cases of this 
nature. 



An army of hunters, conservative- 
ly estimated at over 3,000, was on 
hand at sunrise yesterday morning, 
the official time of beginning the 
open season on migratory birds. The 
familiar roar of thousands of guns 
turned loose at Grass lake greeted tho 
ears of Antloch residents at sunrise 
and thero was no doubt the hunting 
season was on. Old timers around 
the lakes declare the crowd on band 
for tho opening day was tho greatest 
ever.

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Dyolns clolUos glvcft ono somowhat 
tho saino ploasurahle tooUng as whon, 
on/^Btor eve, after tho children are 
s^ely In bed, you surroptloualy dyo 
tho common hou egg gorgeous colors 
and paint cuto Uttlo bunnies or chicks 
on tho side. Dut thoro 1b alao a sim- 
ilar dlsappotntmcnt It tho garment 
dooH not tako the dyo well, as whon 
a promising Easter dyo falls to tint 
tho egg properly. 

To secure tho beat results In dye- 
ing the color should be removed. 
Removing Color From Silk 
Ono of the slmplost ways to re- 
move tho color from It Is to boll it In 
heavy soap suds made with a mild 
soap dissolved In enough soft water 
to cover the garment. Sometlmoa it 
is wise to change the water two or 
three times as tho color bolls out. 

Tho color Is stripped or removed 
vlthln 15 to -30 minutes. U it does 
Dot come out by this time, a smalt 
amount of bleaching powder such as 
Bodlum per borate (ono-haK teaspoon 
to one quart of water) may bo added 
to hasten the color removal. A 
email amount of washing soda or 
washing podwcr will have the same 
effect. 

Another way to remove color Is to 
use the sulphur bleach. A box with 
a cover which can bo sealed Is neces- 
sary. 

The Sulphur Bleach 
Wet tho cloth to be bleached, wring 
It to remove the excess of moisture 
and suspend tho cloth In the box by 
hanging It on a cord stretched across 
like a clothesline. Place a sulphur 
candle on the floor of tho box on an 
asbestos mat or In a pan contolning 
a little water. Light candle, taking 
care that only tho fumes, not the 
flomes, reach the cloth. • Then cover 
and seal the box and allow tho clj^th 
to bleach for 24 hours. ' 
Removing Color From 

Linens and Cotton 
Ono of the easiest and best ways 
to atrip the color Is to boll tho gar- 
ment in a solution o"f water and wash- 
Ing soda, two or three tablespoons of 
the soda to every gallon of water. 
When tho color la gone, a thorough 
rinsing In water. Is needed to romovo 
the washing soda, which would In- 
jure tho fabric if loft in It. 

An oven quicker way to tako the 
color from faded linens and cottons 
Is to soak them In a bleaching solu- 
tion. 

Bleaching Solution 
Dissolve in a gallon" of water two 
to three tablespoons of bleaching 
powder, which may bo purchased at 
any drug store. Strain tho solution 
through a cloth to remove tho aedl- 

mont 

Soak tho garment la tho cold solu- 
tion for an hour to romovo tho color. 
To hasten the bleaching, ono part of 
Tlnogar to every 15 parts of solution 
may bo added. Heating tho solution 
also hastona tho action and the mater- 
ials to bo bleached may be brought to 
tho boiling point and then removed 
from tho flame and allowed to stand 
five minutes, or until tho color is 

eono. 

lUnse tho garments through sever- 
al waters. In tho last rinsing water, 
add one-half cup of vinegar for ovory 
gallon of water. Even though tho 
color Is not all gone, tho garments 
■will flnlsh- bleaching if spread on the 
grass. Precautions must bo taken la 
rinsing to romovo all traces of tho 
Weachlng powder from tho flbora for 
It is likely to weaken them..

And thnt which Imrnis 
Nnples, with Its Almost perfect or- 
rnnf^cmcnt of sky, sua nnd moun- 
tnlns, hnrms one of the principal 
"Journpy's ends" of the worhl. Any- 
thing likely to niter this Betting Is of 
more thnn passing concern to thoii- 
Ennds of former visitors, as well ns 
to residents. 

AVhcn the Ncnpolltnn ndvertlses, 
nlth the Klogiuieer's modcsiy, "See 
Naples nnd then die," he has In mint], 
of course, the city nnd surroundings 
taken ns a whole. The city alone, 
nithouch the JarKcst nnd most pop- 
ulous In the Itnlinn pcninsuln. Is n 
hodge-pod^ro of narrow streets nnd 
tenement houses, teeming with life 
nnd gaiety; sordid, yet possessed with 
a vnst vltnllty. In buildings nnd 
monuments of historic nnd artistic 
- Interest, however, Naples cannot vio 
with the towns of central nnd north- 
ern Italy. 

Naples Is comparatively young 
among cUIea of the Sledltorranean. 
In the eighth century H. G. Greek 
colonists from the nenr-by city of 
Kyme recognized the superior advan- 
tages of Its great Iialf-moon bay and 
laid the foundations for later lEoman 
settlements. In time tbo district be- 
came the favorite residence of Iloman 
magnates. Augustus frequently re- 
sided nt Naples and VlrgU completed 
fiomo of his most beautiful poetry 
here. 

Before the days of n united Italy, 
Naples was the capital of the king- 
dom of Naples, A large royal palace, 
with while marble stairways und a 
throne room illled with art treasures, 
boars witness to its former Imperial 
wealth. Today Naples Is Italy's most 
Important souport, connected by fast 
steamship lines with every part of 
tho globe. Its streets are lined with 
factories, largo and small, while tho 
surrounding farm districts arc fertile 
and productive. As ft tourist center 
It Is surpassed, probably, only .by 
X»arl3. 

Dirty But Picturesque. 
For nil Its commerclnlism, dirt nnd 
, squnlor, however. Naples Is extremely 
picturesque. ItlsIng in amphitheater 
fashion on the Rlopes of tho hllla In 
tho northeast corner of tho bay of 
Naples tbo city Is full of quaint, 
JBteep Htreets, where broad stops take 
fahe placo of the slab paving of tlie 
"downtown thoroughfares. t'oUowlng 
,.^,^,. .tho cholera epidendc In 18S1 many of 
^iMM ^**** narrow streets and high balconied 
Tf;^^-"'?' tenement hou.ses were replaced with 
broad avenues nnd standard build- 
ings. 
It la In tho remaining canyon 
^' streets, however, that one Ilnds the 
most typical Neapolitan scenes. All 
Naples Uvea outdoors— to cook, to 
work, to play, to gossip, and almost 
(o dross 1 Street singers with their 
tuandollns, charcoal sellers and vend- 
ers of sweets nnd drinks udd their 
colorful bits to tho daUy pageantry. 
■Jlncaronl factories lino the streets of 
[tho eastern part of tlio city, tho 
' inges of niarconl on mdUs collecting 
,/ llttlo of tbo dust every passing 
automobile nnd push cart stirs up. 
J For whatever tbo city lacks In 
^noatncfls and beauty. Its famous bay 
nioro than makes amends. Tho bay 
of Naples Is a yardstick of marine 
perfection. Few wiio have seen tbo 
-bay of Naples will grant that It Is 
eclipsed clsowhero for spacious nnd

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Naples is not n noisy, nerve-racklns 
modem city, ^ull of beggars nnd 
rogiies and lions; It la the old "new 
city"— Neapolls. 

In tbo bay of Naples the very 
atmosphere, to such Neapolitan spo- 
clallsts, seems more bland nnd limpid 
thnn elsewhere on tho pentnsuin, lend 
Ing to tho distances a moro mnglcal 
nnd Imimting charm; tho curving 
shore Is picked out and decorated 
with countJess beauties, and hIgU 
mountains descend abruptly to a tide- 
less sen streaked with color. In which 
are set othoronl lllac-tlntcd islands. 
From the Monastery of San Mar- 
*>>\o, overlooking Naples, a picturo 
spectacle Is spread. The great, blue, 
bnlf-moon baj*, dotted with red and 
widte sails, nnd surrounded by a 
mountnlnous const line, wiilch fringes 
oir Into tho Sledlterranenn nt each 
ond In rocky Islets, looks more Hko a 
fitnge curtain thnn n reality. It Is 
Vesuvius that "makes" tho bay of 
Naples. 

Lovely Colors on tho Bay. 
From Vesuvius, with tho ruins of 
Pompeii nt Its base, tbo eye follows 
the curving shore line to tho moun- 
tainous Sorrento penlnsutu. purple 
nnd hazy In the distance, ending with 
rocky crags of tho Island of Cnprl. 
At sunset tho colors are so rich, and 
at the same timo so soft, it seems 
'hardly possible that tlioy are real. 
Tho bay is a rippling sheet of gray 
nnd green nnd blue. Tho rocky head- 
lands nnd Islands nro the softest nnd 
most dcllcnto lavender. A rolling 
stream of purple smoke rises from the 
crater of Vesuvius and iloats across 
tbo sky, while. In tho background, 
billowy pink clouds catch the last 
rny.s of tho blood-red sun as It drops 
Into The Mediterranean. 

To many obser\*ers the fairest of 
the Neapolitan gems Is tho Island of 
Capri that lies in tho blue waters 
Just off the tip of tho Sorrentlne 
peninsula. From high in air to below 
tbo wnterllne tho Islnnd Is scarred 
nnd pitted with myriad vast pock- 
marks, some pillared with stalnctltea 
and stolngmltes, some through which 
the never-quiet sea monns nnd sobs 
with the agonized wall of n hurt 
monster; one white, with llttlo pools 
of pure, sweet water on Its floor, only 
a few Inches above tho sea ; ono 
greener than emerald; one blue ns 
heaven with row upon row of dellcato 
pink corals nnd tiny scnrlet jelly-fish 
studding tho wnterllne like jewels, 
while tho refraction of tho sunlight 
tints everything with tho most mnrvol- 
ously diaphanous color, through wiilch 
tho silvery . ripples of tho bottom 
sand, about 40 feet below, seem with- 
in arm's length. 

Back on the mnlnland, the traveler 
can nnd beauties along this delight- 
ful coast even south of tho bay. As 
he drives up over tho crest of the 
Sorrentlno peninsula the Siren islands 
loom In tho distance, too far away 
for even the echo of tho charmers' 
song to bo heard. At Posltnno tho 
road divides into two white ribbons, 
binding tho town to the green hill- 
side. 

Scenes Along the Coast. 
On by the caves of troglodytes, who 
have nil tho comforts of home— llttlo 
patches of garden, nralablo goats, ollvo 
groves, and grapc-nrbors — tho road 
winds In and out, up nnd down tlio 
stern face of tho cliffs, rising nnd 
sinking in great billowy sweeps, 
plunging hastily through short, black 
tunnels, racing around big nnd llttlo 
bends. Now It skirts the shoulder of 
n cliff, with only nn IS-Inch wall be- 
tween tho wiioels nnd tho boulders 
hundreds of feet below. 

Picturesque watch-towers stud the 
shore, ancient defenses against tho 
Bnrbary corsairs. And then presently 
Amain, once tho bravo llttlo mnrltlmo 
republic that maintained Its Independ- 
ence BO long In deflnnco of princes 
nnd emperors. In a low cleft of tho 
hills tho houses fairly pile upon ono 
another, ns though there, wero not 
room for them nil on tho hillside. 
Back on tho mist-velled crags loom 
other towns, ond nil dny long, down 
tho road that winds dizzily among tho 
peaks, como old women ond young 
girls, stnggering under heavy loads of 
fagots gathered in tho woods nbovo 
tho clouds. And when they oro not 
carrying fagots they nro always knit- 
ting— even when the'ro Is no worl— 
on the streets, In shops, gardens, fish- 
ing bouts on tho beach, gossiping by 
tho fountain beforo tho loug stair 
thnt lends to tho stntcly black and 
whtto und uoaalc Catlicdrar of St. 
Andrew. 



The Origin of the Stan and 

Stripes 

AT Tin-; outbreak of tbo Amrrlcnn 
Kevolutlon most of the Htntes 
adopted nii«s of their own. The Con- 
necticut iroopS'Who partlclpaied In 
the battle of Itunkor Mill had n ban- 
ner henring the coal of arms of their 
stale with the motto, "Qui Trantullt 
Sustlnel." The Mnssachusetls lroup« 
fought under Out words. "An Appeal 
ip Heaven," while early New Vnrk rec- 
ords allude to olhor dlfTerenl stann- 
ard.t. The men at Loxlngton had 
neither uniforms nor dags, but nt 
IMudter lllll, (wo monllis Inter, tlie 
l.'olonlnl troops presented mnch more 
the appearance of an organized army. 
Later came the "Beware" nnd 
••Don't Trend On .Me," lings and the 
ennkc flag was used by the fluuihcrn 
8tates"from 1770 to June, 1777, A 
chain of thirteen links, a ring, n tiger 
and n field of wheat were also used 
ns fighting devices. 

In Octoher, 177n. Washington wrote 
to two (jlllccrs who were nhout to 
lake command of cruisers: "Please tlx 
on some Mag by which our vessels may 
know- each other." The llrsi "strljind 
flag" is suld to have been Hung to the 
breeze nt Wnshlnglon's headiiuarjers 
tit Cambridge, Mass.. In January. 1770. 
This flag bad thirteen stripes, alter- 
nating red nnd white. Hut was this 
tho first American flag? ' 

John Paul Jv^nes has left It on rec- 
ord that the "flag of America" was 
hoisted by his own hand on his ves- 
tel. the Alfred, this being the first 
lime thnt this emblem was ever dis- 
played on n man of war, but no exact 
jlale for the display of the Jones flag 
Is given. It may have been before the 
Washington fing at Cambridge or aft- 
ir, but It was undoubtedly before the 
adoption of a (lag by congress on 
lune 1-1, 1777. In fact, allbnugb .lune 
14 Is celebrated as "ring Day," there 
seems to be considerable reason fo 
doubt that that Is the correct day 
for tho anniversary. 

According to the available records, 
•migress adopted a resolution on June 
M, 1777, which rend as follmvs: "Ke- 
mlved. Tlnil the flag of the thlriecn 
United Stales be thirteen stripes, 
iiUernnlc red nnd white; that the Un- 
l(Ui be thirteen stars, white In a blue 
field, representing a new constella- 
tion." But there Is not the slightest 
evidence to show who Introduced this 
resolution or whether one word of dis- 
mission was evoked concerning It. Tlio 
"resolution was adopted," according 
to the records. Therefore it must have 
been sponsored by some ono, but his 
name Is Inst to history nnd, while 
the resolution was ;'ndopte<r' by con- 
gress on Jime 1-1, It was not oHkially 
promulgated by the secretary until 
September ^ of the same year. 

II Is claimed thnt the Orst use of 
the stars and stripes In actual mili- 
tary service was at Fort Stanwis In 
1777. On August 2 of thnt year the 
fort was boselged by the British nnd 
Indians nnd the gnrrlson being with- 
out a flag, one was made In the fort. 
The red was from strips of a petll- 
cout furnished l)y n woman, the white 
was from skirts torn up for the pur- 
pose and the blue was a piece of Col. 
Peter Gansevoort's military coat. 

There arc several available answers 
to the question: "What suggested the 
Stars and Stripes?" Some authorities 
maintain that Washington found In 
the cont of nrms of his own family a 
hint from which he desIgneTl the flag, 
fills device being two red bars on a 
white ground, with three gold stripes 
above the top tmrs. This Is not men 
tinned by Washington himself, how- 
ever, in yplte of. the fnct thnt his 
cnrcfully kept dinrles furnish nmple 
evidences of nil other prominent 
events In bis career. 

It cannot bo questioned, though, 
that the United States Is largely in- 
debted to the first President for_ tlie 
present fiag, but nono of the ques- 
tions In doubt wltli respect to the 
Stars and Stripes will ever he settled 
to the satisfaction of every one, for 
tho thrco chief points of discussion 
remain: When was the first Amerlcnn 
flng as wo now understand U un- 
furled? Who suggested It? Who 
inndo the first one thnt was used? 
Until these nro accurately nod com- 
pletely answered the origin of tho 
Stars and Stripes must be listed 
nmong tho unsolved mysteries of 

American history.

The first ninn to dream >f treat- 
Inp the sen ns n glgnntle food fnrin 
was the famous English nnturnllst 
Frank Iluckland, who was born In 
1S2G and dJod In 18S0. During the 
Inst 20 years of his life he never 
tired of Impressing upon his coun- 
trymen the Importance of the fisher- 
ies nnd the need for wider knowl- 
edge of tho Imhits of fish. He was 
the first to look nliend and conceive 
tho Idea of fish culture. 

Though It Is usually caught In 
rivers, the salmon Is really a sea 
nsh.ilt ascends the rivers to spawn, 
nnd the young salmon spends two 
years of ItJ life In fresh water be- 
fore going down to the sen. 

Iluckland found thnt nature's 
methods In the breeding of salmon 
wore- estrunrdlnnrily wasteful, not 
niore than perhaps one egg In 10,- 
000 ever producing n fish thnt grew 
to maturity. Ry Introducing n scien- 
tific system he was nhle to hrlng 
about a wonderful increase In many 
of our great fisheries, and 11 Is large- 
ly due to his 'early work that the 
salmon has been Introduced sue- 
cessrully Into such distant countries 
as Kew Zealand. — London TIt-BIts.
